The  1930  Wheat  crcro  in  Spain  is  estimated  at  160,568,000  bushels, 
according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 
This  is  an  increase  of  4  per  cent  over  the  1929  crop  and  is  the  largest 
crop  since  1925.     The  barley  crop  is  6  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year, 
while  the  oats  crop  is  almost  the  same  as  the  crop  harvestea  in 
The  rye  crop  is  5  per  cent  below  last  year.     See  taole,  page  793. 

GOOD  EUROPEAN  APPLE  CROP  PROSPECTS 

Judging  from  the  bloom,  the  apple  prospects  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe  for  the  coming  season  appear  to  be  good,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Mr.  L.  V.  Steere,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Berlin.  Apples 
are  setting  from  good  to  very  good  in  Italy,  Austria,  Yugoslavia,  Hungary , 
and  Czechoslovakia.    Prom  present  indications,  the  exports  irom  tnese 
countries  should  be  larger  than  last  year,  especially  the  Tyrol  ana  Sty- 
ria.    Heavy  blossoming  was  the  rule  in  the  apple  districts  of  Germany,  out 
accompanying  rains  may  do  some  injury.    However,  the  outlook  is  considered 
good/  In  Bolgium  the  apple  blossoms  were  moderate  to  i airly  good,  duo  tne 
crop  is  expected  to  be  smaller  than  last  year.    Apple  blossoms  were  abund- 
ant in  Holland  and  prosuects  are  considered  favorable  for  a  good  crop. 
There  V7as  little  frost  "damage  to  orchard  trees  on  the  Continent  this  year, 
but  insect  injury  is  expected  to  be  greater  than  last  year.    Pear  pros- 
pects are  not  considered  very  promising  in  these  regions  and  in  southern 
Europe  the  outlook  is  poor. 

SHANGHAI  PRUIT  MARKET  DEPRESSED 

The  demand  for  American  oranges  at  Shanghai  has  failed  to  live^up 
to  even  the  poor  prospects  indicated  last  January,  according  to  a  radio- 
gram of  May  30  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.  Last 
summer  the  Shanghai  market  absorbed  large  quantities  of  relatively  low 
priced  and  small  sized  California  oranges.    This  season  there  are  no  dif- 
ferences in  price  as  between  sizes  and  all  quotations  on  oranges  arc  con- 
siderably above  those  at  this  time  last  year.    Higher  gold  prices  this  year 
and  the  unfavorable  exchange  rate  on  silver  have  made  conditions  so  un- 
favorable that  retail  sales  are  severely  affected.    Local  fruit  dealers  who 
usually  have  orders  placed  at  this  season  for  100  to  200  cases  every  two 
weeks  from  San  Francisco  are  taking  only  one-third  or  even  less  of  this 
amount.    The  last  shipment  of  American  apples  for  this  season  arrived  in 
Shanghai  on  May  23.     Suoplies  of  native,  Korean,  and  Japanese  apples  con- 
tinue on  the  market.    During  the  past  winter,  prices  of  American  winesaps, 
small  sizes,  advanced  to  gold  $3.20  per  box,  c.i.f.  Shanghai,  and  together 
with  falling  silver  exchange,  business  was  reduced.    American  imports  for 
the  season  may  be  smaller  than  for  the  past  5  years.

Wheat  production  in  1950 

The  1930  wheat  crop  in  Mexico  is  forecast  at  11,572,000  bushels, 
according  to  an  official  report.     The  first  forecast  of  the  1929  crop  was 
11,492,000  "bushels  and  the  final  estimate  11,333,000  bushels.     The  indi- 
cated yield  for  1930  is  9.5  bushels  per  acre  against  8.8  bushels  per  acre 
harvested  in  1929. 

wheat  acreage  in  1930 

The  1930  wheat  as  reported  by  19  countries  is  3.31,732,000  acres, 
a  decrease  of  2  per  cent  from  the  133,959,000  acres  reported  by  these 
countries  in  1929  when  they  represented  55  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world 
wheat  acreage  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.     The  first  estimate  of  the 
1950  acreage  in  Mexico  is  1,224,000  acres  against  1,293,000  acres  in  1929. 
The  fourth  estimate  of  the  1930  acreage  in  India  is  31,178,000  acres,  an 
increase  of  710,000  acres  over  the  previous  estimate  but  677,000  acres 
below  the  corresponding  estimate  of  the  1929  acreage.     See  table,  page  787. 

The  area  sown  to  all  crops  in  U.  S.  S.  R.  up  to  May  20  was  esti- 
mated at  about  140,000,000  acres,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.     The  great  bulk  of  the  area  planted 
is  situated  in  regions  where  planting  usually  takes  place  early  in  the  sea- 
son, such  as  Crimea,  Forth  Caucasus,  Ukraine,  etc.     The  wheat  acreage 
seeded  up  to  May  20  is  estimated  at  37,000,000  acres,  compared  with 
35,500,000  acres  seeded  by  May  15  and  is  about  21,000,000  acres  below  the 
total  spring  wheat  acreage  sown  in  1929. 

The  progress  of  the  sowing  campaign  on  the  individual  peasants' 
farms  is  considered  unsatisfactory,  particularly  in  the  eastern  regions  of 
U.   3.  S.  R.  which  are  very  important  for  the  successful  outcome  of  the 
Russian  sowing  campaign.     Total  acreage  for  the  year  1930  is  estimated  at 
about  64,000,000  acres  for  Ukraine ,  and  27,000,000  for  hTorth  Caucasus,  or 
an  increase  of  about  6  and  8  per  cent  respectively  over  1929.     The  acreage 
under  bread  grains  in  Ukraine  is  estimated  at  32,000,000  acres,  or  more 
than  about  9,900,000  acres  above  last  year  and  the  wheat  acreage  alone  is 
estimated  18,500,000  acres  compared  with  about  11,100,000  acres  in  1929. 
This  increase  is  mostly  due  to  heavy  winter  kill  last  year. 

European  growing  conditions 

Substantial  rains  occurred  over  practically  the  whole  of  Contin- 
ental Europe  during  the  week  ended  May  28,  Mr.  Steere  reports.  Tempera- 
tures were  about  average,  with  heavy  local  showers  reported  in  Italy, 
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France,  and  central  Europe.    The  continued  unfavorable  weather  conditions 
in  Franco  have  reduced  prospects  for  the  wheat  crop  and  local  damage  has 
resulted  from  rust,  weeds,  and  lodging.     Good  weather  is  also  urgently 
needed  in  France  to  complete  the  planting  of  corn  and  potatoes .     Crop  re- 
ports fro;..  Italy  are  varied  hut  the  general  opinion  is  that  the  crop  will 
he  considerably  "below  last  year.     Conditions  in  Sicily,  where  ahout  50 
per  cent  of  the  Italian  durum  wheat  is  grown,  point  to  a  crop  somewhat 
"below  last  year,  according  to  a  report  from  Sicily  dated  May  19.     Hie  out- 
look in  southern  Italy  where  durum  is  also  grown  is  below  last  year.  Con- 
dition reports  fron  other  European  countries  continue  favorable  hut  ex- 
cessive moisture  has  threatened  the  crops  Particularly  in  parts  of  the 
Danube  has in.    Weather  in  Russia  during  the  week  ended  May  27  was  mostly 
dry  and  warm,  except  in  the  western  section,  where  there  was  some  rain.

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from 
July  1,  1929  to  May  24,  1930  -core  133,556,000  bushels  against  147,314,000 
bushel c  during  the  same  period  of  1928-29.    Exports  during  the  week  ended 
May  24  were  1,973,000  bushels  against  3,271,000  bushels  the  previous  week 
and  2,793,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  May  25,  1929. 

C  anada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Testern  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  May  23  were  121,890,000  bushels  against  128,742,000  bushels  on  May  15, 
"and  93,859,000  bushels  on  May  23,  1929.  Receipts  at  Vancouver  during  the 
week  ended  May  23  were  621,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  1,003,000  hush- 
els.  Receipts  at  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur  were  1,351,000  bushels  and 
shipments  were  4,933,000  bushels. 

Fur one an  market  conditions 

Suropean  grain  markets  reported  fairly  lar:^e  sales  of  grain  and 
firmer  prices  during  the  week  ended  May  26,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.  The 
compulsory  milling  regulations  in  Germany  requiring  all  mills  to  use  50 
per  cent  domestic  wheat  which  had  been  extended  to  May  31  has  now  been 
prolonged  to  June  30.     the  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  May 
23  was  $1.92  per  bushel  against  $1.83  on  May  14.     The  soot  price  of  do- 
mestic rye  on  May  23  was  $1.05  per  bushel  against  $.99  on  May  14.  The 
import  duty  on  rye  has  been  increased  from  54.46  cents  to  90.76  cents  per 
bushel  under  the  terms  of  a  decree  issued  by  the  German  Government  to 
become  effective  May  26,  1930. 
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United  States  wheat  -prices 

Wheat  futures  markets  closed  on  May  29  at  approximately  the  same 
levels  as  a  week  ago,  there  being  no  marked  trend  for  the  week  as  a 
whole.    The  gains  of  the  previous  week,  however,  were  well  maintained. 
July  futures  at  Chicago  closed  at  about  108  on  May  29,  compared  with  107 
the  preceding  Thursday.    Liverpool  was  also  up  one  cent  to  117  cents  per 
"bushel.    At  Kansas  City,  Minneapolis,  and  Winnipeg,  on  the  other  hand, 
July  futures  closed  slightly  lower  at  99,  105,  and  111  cents  per  "bushel 
respectively.    July  futures  at  Buenos  Aires  closed  on  May  23  at  105  cents 
compared  with  104  cents  per  bushel  the  week  before. 

Futures  prices  at -all  markets  were  above  their  levels  of  a  year 
earlier.    At  this  time  last  year  prices  were  at  about  the  "bottom  of  a 
sharp  decline  which  carried  them  to  the  lowest  levels  of  that  season. 
This  year's  Chicago  close  of  108  cents  compares  with  100  cents  per  bushel 
on  the  corresponding  Thursday  of  last  year.    Kansas  City  and  Minneapolis 
were  5  cents  per  bushel  lower  a  year  ago  than  now,  and  Buenos  Aires  was 
9  cents  lower.     Liverpool  and  Winnipeg,  on  the  other  hand,  were  only  about 
:ne  cent  per  bushel  lower  a  year  ago  than  on  May  29,  1930. 

Cash  prices  during  the  week  ended  May  23  averaged  one  to  two 
cents  higher  at  most  United  States  markets  than  during  the  previous  week. 
All  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  averaged  102  cents  against  1C1 
cents  per  bushel  the  previous  week.    No.  2  hard  winter  wheat  at  Kansas 
City  averaged  100  cents  against  98  cents  the  previous  week,  and  at  Min- 
neapolis both  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  and  ITo.  2  amber  durum  were  up 
one  cent  to  111  and  99  cents  per  bushel  respectively.    ITo.  2  red  winter 
at  St.  Louis  averaged  115  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  the  same  as  for 
the  previous  week.    Western  white  at  Seattle  averaged  104  cents  against 
105  cents  per  bushel  for  the  previous  week,  but  quotations  for  this 
wheat  have  been  so  scattered  recently  that  this  is  not  a  significant 
difference.

The  1930  rye  acreage  in  10  European  countries  stands  unchanged  at 
24,561,000  acres  against  24,348,000  acres  in  the  same  countries  in  1929.

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PEED  GRAINS 

Very  little  progress  was  made  in  the  seeding  of  the  feed  grains  in 
Manitoba,  Canada,  during  the  week,  ended  May  17,  and  it  was  estimated  that 
only  45  per  cent  was  in  the  ground  at  that  time.     In  Saskatchewan  only 
about  62  per  cent  of  the  oats  and  50  per  cent  of  the  barley  had  been 
planted  by  that  date,  while  in  Alberta  some  75  per  cent  of  the  oats  and 
50  to  55  per  cent  of  the  barley  had  been  sown.     Theso  sowings  are  some- 
what behind  the  average  percentages  completed  by  that  date. 

Barley 

The  1930  area  sown  to  barley  in  11  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  in  1329  planted  41  per  cent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  total  ex- 
clusive of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  29,566,000  acres,  practically  the 
same  as  the  area  sown  in  those  countries  last  year.     The  6  European  coun- 
tries shov/  a  total  increase  of  1  per  cent  over  the  1929  area.     See  barley 
acreage  table,  page  788. 

The  1929  barley  production  in  the  43  countries  reported  now  totals 

I,  513,863,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  0.8  per  cent  over  that  of  1928. 
The  earlier  estimate  of  the  Algerian  crop  has  been  decreased  by  about 
500,000  bushels  to  40,445,000  bushels.    The  total  for  the  29  European 
countries  reported  is  11.1  tier  cent  over  that  of  the  same  countries  in 
1928.     See  barley  production  table,  page  789.    Rumania  is  expected  to  have 
an  average  crop  of  barley  this  year,  although  heavy  rains  after  the  middle 
of  May  caused  some  damage.     The  exportable  surplus  of  the  crop  in  Chile 
this  year  is  reported  to  be  about  normal. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
95,264,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  13.5  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during 
the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    United  States  barley  exports 
during  the  week  ended  May  24  fell  off  considerably  from  the  heavy  ship- 
ments of  the  preceding  week,  while  prices  declined  slightly.    No.  2  bar- 
ley at  Minneapolis  dropped  one  cent  to  55  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  6 
cents  below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  tables 
showing  barley  trade  and  prices,  pages  790  and  791. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  G-rain  Inspection  Division

II,  024,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  4,579,000  bushels  in 
1928.    Receipts  of  barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver 
from  August  1  to  May  23,  1929-30,  totaled  15,667,000  bushels,  while  ship- 
ments during  the  same  period  amounted  to  5,598,000  bushels. 
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Imports  of  barley  into  Belgium  during  1329  amounted  to  14,987,000 
bushels  compared  with  12,772,000  bushels. in  1923.     Danzig  was  the  princi- 
pal exporter  of  barley  to  Belgium  in  1929,  followed  by  Canada,  Morocco, 
and  the  United  States.    Barley  imports  from  the  United  States  were 
1,266,000  bushels  against  1,349,000  bushels . in.  1923.    Barley  in  western 
Europe  was ' reported  as  very  dull  at  the -middle  of  May.    Prices  had  de- 
clined considerably','  especially  for  Danubian  and  Russian  barley.

The  1323  oats  production  in  the  40  countries  remcrtecl  now  totals 
5,727,469,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  4.2  per  cent  from  that  of  the  same 
countries  in  1923.     The  earlier  estimate  of  the  Algerian  crop  has  been 
increased  by  265,000  bushels  to  14,735,000  bushels,  a  figure  2  per  cent 
above  the  1923  harvest.     The  total  for  the  23  European  countries  reported 
is  10.4  per  cent  above  that  of  the  same  countries  in  1923.

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to 
29,748,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  43  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during 
the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.     There  were  practically  no  oats 
exports  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  May  24,  while  prices 
declined  slightly.     No.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  dropped  one  cent  to  41  cents 
per  bushel,  which  was  5  cents  below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week 
last  year.

791.      Oats  were  dull  with  declining  prices  in  western  Europe  at  the 
middle  of  May. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  TTest-?rn  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  May  23  stood  at  8,512,000  bushels  against  14,774,030  bushels 
on  the  same  date  la.st  year  and  7,230,000  bushels  in  1923.    Receipts  of 
oats  at  Port  17iiliam,  Port  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  Prince  Rupert  from 
August  1  to  May  23,  1929-30,  amounted  to  4,329,000  bushels,  while  ship- 
ments during  the  same  period  totaled  8,860,000  bushels. 
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Corn 

There  was  a  reaction  to  warmer,  drier  weather  in  Argentina  during 
the  week  ended  May  26,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau.  The 
mean  temperature  in  the  corn  zone  was  57°,  or  2°  above  normal,  while  the 
rainfall  V/2LS  XX£rll  t,  amounting  to  only  0.1  inch.     This  weather  ought  to  "be 
helpful  in  conditioning  the  corn  for  export.     In  France  there  was  a  large 
amount  of  rainfall  during  that  week,  and  good  weather  was  required  to 
'complete  the  sowing  of  corn  there. 

The  1929  corn  production  for  the  26  countries  reported  totals 
3,750,701,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  2.1  per  cent  over  that  of  the  same 
countries  in  1926.     The  earlier  estimate  of  the  Mexican  crop  has  been  re- 
duced by  nearly  1,150,000  bushels  to  59,631,000  bushels,   or  more  than  30 
per  cent  below  the  1928  harvest.     The  total  for  the  12  European  countries 
reported  was  nearly  70  per  cent  above  that  of  1925.     See  corn  production 
table,  page  790. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest 
dates  available  amount  to  115,058,000  bushels,  a  decrease  >f  15.8  per 
cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same  -periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
United  States  corn  exports  during  the  week  ended "May '24  were  one  of  the 
smallest  weekly  shipments  for  several  years,  and  Argentine  exports  were 
the  smallest  since  the  middle  of  April.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  791. 

United  States  corn  prices  increased  slightly  during  the  week  ended 
May  23.     No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  advanced  one  cent  to  79  cents  per 
bushel,  which  was  9  cents  below  the  corresponding  price  last  year,  while 
July  futures  at  61  cents  averaged  5  cents  below  July  futures  in  1929. 
Buenos  Aires  quotations  on  Argentine  corn  for  June  and  July  delivery  were 
60  and  59  cents,  respectively,   or  21  and  23  cents  below  the  July  and  Au- 
gust futures  which  were  being  caret cd  at  the  same  time  last  year.  The 
spread  between  the  July  futures  of  United  States  and  of  Argentine  corn 
was  22  cents,  while  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year  it  was  only  6 
cents.

Quotations  for  corn  in  western  Europe  were  lower,  both  for  Dan- 
ubian and  Argentine  corn  at  the  middle  of  Hay,  and  the  sale  of  corn  was 
very  limited.     The  German  Government  recently  decided  to  set  aside  about 
2, '.00,000  bushels  of  corn  to  be  available  to  German  ponltryrr.en  at  a  reduced 
price,  regulated  so  that  for  every  100  ;eggs  produced  about  0.6  bushel  of 
corn  is  delivered.     Considerable  quantities  of  Danubian  corn  have  recently 
been  sold  to  Italy  and  England,  and  it  is  being  quoted  at  lower  prices  for 
June  and  July  than  for  immediate  delivery.

Revised  estimates  of  sugar  production  in  various  countries  received 
since  the  latest  published  report  (see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  April 
14,  1930)  indxc:te  a  world  sugar  production  for  1929-30  of  29,521,000  <hort 
tons  as  compared  with  the  record  crop  of  30,376,000  short  tons  produced  in 
1928-29  and  2g,29S,000  short  tons  during  the  preceding  year.     No  noticeable 
changes  from  the  previously  published  estimates  occur,  the  world  "beet,  sugar 
crop  being  placed  at  10,2^7.37^  short  tons  as  compared  with  the  early  esti- 
mate of  10,250,350  short  tons,  while  the  cane  sugar  crop  is  placed  at 
19.57^,000  short  tins  as  compared  with  the  previously  published  estimate  of 
19.533,000  short  tons. 

'The  latest  estimate  of  total  production  of  beet  and  cane  sugar  in 
the  united  States  shows  a  decrease  of  about  3^.000  short  tons  from  the 
December  estimate.    In  Porto  Rico  the  1929-30  crop  is  now  placed  at  836,891 
short  tons  as  compared  with  the  preliminary  estimate  of  7^3.1^7  short  tons. 
Preliminary  figures  for  "beet  sugar  in  Spain  indicated  a  decrease  from  last 
3rear;  the  latest  estimate  received,  however,  shows  an  increase  of  2.6  per 
cent  over  1923-29.     Kinor  changes  from  early  estimates  occur  in  several 
other  countries.

TOBACCO 

Russian  tobacco  situation 

The  situation  in  North  Caucasus  and  Crimea,  the  rrincipal  cigarette 
tobacco  producing  regions  of  U.   S.  S.  R.  is  considered  unsatisfactory,  ac- 
cording zc  a  summary  of  an  official  investigation  published  in  the  Russian 
paper  "3ednota"  of  April  27,  1930.     The  tobacco  industry,  under  the  present 
economic  conditions,   cannot  meet  competition  with  fruits,  vegetables, 
and.  grapes,  due  to  the  greater  expenditures  of  labor  a:.d  horse  power  and 
low  yields  which  make  tohacco  growing  unprofitable.    As  a  result,  tohacco 
acreage  in  a  number  of  districts  was  reduced  in  1529-     In  the  important 
district  of  Kuban  (North  Caucasus) ,  for  instance,  the  tobacco  area  decreased 
from  some  35,OuO  acres  in  1328  to  21,000  acres  in  1929,  while  this  season 
many  collective  farms  have  either  refused  to  plant  tohacco  or  reduced  their 
acreage.     Preparation  for  this  year's  'olantin^  campaign,  and  the  process  of 
clearing  of  new  land  for  tobacco,  are  described  as  unsatisfactory. 

It  is  doubted  whether  the  to  al  area  contracted  with  the  growers 
will  he  actually  planted.    Unsatisfactory  features  are  noted  in  the 
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development  of  collective  and  state  tobacco  plantations  and  in  the  market- 
ing situation.  The  government  has  decided  upon  various  measures  of  relief 
and  development  of  the  tobacco-growing  industry,  including  higher  prices  to 
be  paid  to  the  growers,  according  to  "Bednota"  of  May  7,  1930.  The  total 
Russian  production  of  the  so-called  "yellow"  cigarette  tobacco  of  Oriental 
types  was  estimated  in  1328  at  about  70,000,000  pounds  from  an  area  of  ap- 
proximately 100,000  acres. 


LIVESTOCK,     M  SAT    AND    W  0  0  L 


HEW  BRITISH  LIVESTOCK  ESTIMATES:    All  classes  of  livestock  in  Eng- 
land and  V.'ales  showed  reductions  on  January  11,  1930  as  against  June  4, 
1929,  except  cows  and  heifers  in  calf  and  ewes  kept  for  breeding,  accord- 
ing to  the  "Agricultural  Market  Report",  London,  May  2,  1930.    The  new 
mid-winter  estimate  was  made  to  obtain  some  information  on  fluctuations 
in  numbers  between  summer  and  winter.     Future  estimates  will,  of  course, 
be  of  more  significance  than  is  the  first  group  of  mid-winter  figures.  It 
appears,  however,  that  total  cattle  on  January  11  were  3  per  cent  below 
the  June  estimate.     'Thile  the  total  dairy  herd  was  larger  by  61,000  head, 
the  number  of  cows  and  heifers  actually  in  milk  was  lower  by  248,000. 
Cows  in  calf  showed  an  increase  of  50  per  cent,  and  heifers  in  calf  in- 
creased 12  per  cent. 

All  sheep  stood  25  per  cent  below  the  June  estimate.     Most  of  the 
decrease  was  in  sheep  under  one  year  old,  which  was  to  be  expected  as  the 
winter  census  was  taken  shortly  before,  the  lambing  season.    Breeding  ewes 
made  an  increase  of  6  per  cent  over  the  June  estimate.     Hogs,  however, 
were  9  per  cent  under  June  figures.     There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  brood 
sows  from  307,000  to  304,000.     Other  hogs  of  all  ages,  except  boars  which 
decreased  slightly,  were  reduced  10  per  cent.    All  horses  were  4  per  cent 
below  the  number  in  June,  reductions  showing  in  all  classes  except  foals. 
Schedules  were  sent-  only  to  occupiers  of  farms  exceeding  20  acres.  Par- 
ticulars were  furnished  by  91.5  per  cent  of  the  occupiers.     It  is  pointed 
out  in  the  "Agricultural  Market  Report"  that  until  returns  are  collected 
on  June  4  next  it  is  impossible  to  suggest  to  what  extent  the  changes 
represent  merely  seasonal  changes  or  more  permanent  tendencies  in  the 
normal  live  stock  population  of  the  country.     See  table,  page  794. 
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EUROPEAN  HOC-  AND  PORK  MARKETS :    The  British  cured  pork  market  was 
somewhat  stronger  during  the  week  ended  May  2,  according  to  cabled  advices 
from  Agricultural  Commissioner  E .  A-  Foley  at  London.     On  the  "basis  of 
average  prices  for  the  week  at  Liverpool,  the  figure  of  $18.36  per  100 
pounds  for  American  green  bellies  was  the  highest  since  early  February. 
The  advance  ir.  other  lines,  however,  was  less  marked.    All  current  quota- 
tions are  materially  below  those  of  a  year  ago.    American  lard  at  $11.73 
per  100  pounds  was  the  lowest  since  the  middle  of  December.     In  Germany, 
heavy  hogs  averaged  $13.24  per  100  pounds  during  the  week  ended  May  23, 
according  to  cabled  reports  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere 
at  3erlin.    That  figure  continues  the  downward  movement  noticeable  during 
recent  months  and  is  about  $2.50  below  last  year's  level.    Lard  at  Hamburg 
also  was  easier,  the  current  average  of  $11.89  being  about  $1.90  below 
last  year.    Hog  receipts  at  14  markets  show  a  tendency  to  increase.  See 
table,  page  797. 

BRITISH  TOOL  MARKET  CONDITIONS:     The  current  London  wool  sales 
closed  with  a  firm  tone  on  May  30,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    Values  at  the  close  were  at  very 
near  the  highest  points  of  the  series.    American  orders  set  the  pace  in 
greasy  New  Zealand  46s-50s,  but  unlike  the  last  three  series,  3oston  bought 
no  slipes.    France  and  Switzerland  bought  largely  superfine  merinos  and 
Germany  principally  average  merinos.    Bradford  bought  scarcely  anything  in 
combing  wools.    Home  mills  and  wool  merchants  have  ruled  the  market  in  all 
scoured  and  sliped  wool  and  bought  80  per  cent  of  the  offerings  of  those 
types.    At  Bradford  the  market  for  tops  and  yarn  was  very  quiet  during  the 
week  ended  May  30,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Consul  Macatee.  There 
have  been  no  changes  in  average  quotations  and  no  improvement  in  the  demand 
for  piece  goods.    No  settlement  has  been  reached  in  the  wages  dispute,  but 
it  is  felt  that  the  unions'  relief  funds  are  approaching  exhaustion. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


LITTLE  CHANGE  IN  BUTTER  PRICES  IN  EUROPEAN  MARKETS:    Butter  prices 
in  the  principal  European  markets  were  practically  unchanged  on  May  29  from 
those  of  the  previous  week.     Somewhat  more  than  25,000,000  pounds  of  butter 
were  afloat  from  Southern  Hemisphere  sources  as  of  May  24.    New  York,  92 
score,  declined  during  the  week  from  34  cents  to  32.5  cents,  leaving  the 
New  York  -  Copenhagen  margin  at  about  S.5  cents,  the  narrowing  of  the  margin 
during  recent  weeks  having  come  about  through  decline  in  domestic  rather 
than  advance  in  foreign  quotations.     See  table,  page  797.

UNITED  STATUS'  AG-HI  CULTURAL  EXPORTS  SEDUCED 

During  the  month  of -April,  agricultural  exports  of  the  United 
States  again  fell  off.     The  index,  "based  on  44  of  the  principal  farm  prod- 
ucts, amounted  to  65 . '  ■  Uith  the  except  ion  of  July  1925,  this  Was  lower  than 
any  month  during  the  period  covered  by  this  study,  1915-1930.     If  cotton  is 
excluded  the  index  was  63,  also  lower  than  any  month  during:  the  last  15 
years.    All  commodities  contributed  to  the  decline,  the  only  exception 
being  in  the  exports  of  tobacco,  which  were  higher  than  exports  for  the 
same  month  of  the  two  preceding  years. 

Exports  of  cotton  were  lower  than  any  corresponding  month  since  1924. 
The-  United  Kingdom  took  less  than. half  the  quantity  purchased  during  April 
1929,  but  shipments  to  Japan  were  somewhat  above  those  for  the  same  month  a 
year  ago.    Exports  of  wheat  and.  flour  were  less  than  during  any  April  since 
1926,  and  due  to  the  decline  in  exports  of  other  grains  the  index  for  grains 
as  a  group  duplicated  that  for  March,  and  was  with  that  exception  lower 
than  any  month  during  the  last  15  years.;    The  downward-  swing  in  exports  of 
lard  was  especially  marked,  even  for  this  season  of  the  year,  and  exoorts  of 
cured  pork  also  fell  off.     Dairy  products  and  fruits  continued  the  downward 
trend  noted  since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  ,  Exports  of  leaf  tobacco  increased 
over  last  year.     Daring  the  10  months  ended  April  30,  1930,  bright  flue-cured, 
dark  .fired  Kentucky,  barley,  and  Green  River  all  showed  a  noticeable  gain  over 
the  corresponding  "oeriod  of  1923-29.

Last  year  the  arrivals  fro.;,  the  interior  were  plentiful  and  contin- 
uous for  the  farmers  wished  to   profit  fro:.:  the  foreign  demand  which  coincid- 
ed with  the  unusually  early  crop.     This-.season  the  arrivals  have  been  small 
on  account  of  the  poor  demand  from  consuming  countries  and  on  account  of 
the  low  prices  ruling  in  Alexandria.     The  f.  o.b.   steamer  prices  on  onions 
in  Alexandria  at  the  end  of  April  ranged  from  63  cents  to  $lJ30  per  100 
pounds.     This  scarcely  allows  the  growers  to  recover  the  costs  cf  cultivation 
harvesting  and  shipping  to  Alexandria,   spates  Mr.  Rust'ell.     The  months  of 
May  and  June,  however,  are  expected  to  show  an  improvement  in  the  demand  for 
Egyptian  onions.     By  that  time  onion  stocks  in  Spain,  Holland  and  Hungary 
will  be  exhausted  and  consuming  markets  crust  turn  to  Egyptian  Fnroplies.
